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God's Superlatives B

HE promises of God are generous beyond 

| our imagination. When we think about 

this it seems strange that some persons 

should explain their poverty and lack as God's 
will for them. 

In the Bible's first picture of God He is benef- 
icently and extravagantly pouring out wealth 
for man’s enjoyment. Whatever else one may 
find in the Genesis story of the creation, surely 
this is apparent: God’s earth is filled to over 
flowing with good things, all available for man’s 
benefit and appropriation. Only in the past cen- 
tury have we begun really to plumb the depths of 
God's gifts, or to measure the wealth of His crea- 
tion. Scarcely a week passes that the newspapers 
do not report a new discovery of created wealth. 
“Engineers Strike Largest Oil Well Ever,” a head- 
line reports. “Scientists Predict Untold Riches 
under Sea,” another declares. And with the re 
markable atomic discoveries man is learning that 
all around him is untold power, waiting to be 
tapped and put to use. Yes, when God created the 
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earth He demonstrated His generosity and His 
desire for man to enjoy a superlative kind of life. 

Nearly every Old Testament story adds to the 
picture of God’s generosity to those who believe 
in Him. The patriarchs are usually described as 
the richest men in all their land, blessed not only 
with flocks, herds, and bulging barns but also 
with friends, the respect of their communities, 
and satisfying communion with God. 

Likewise in the Old Testament stories, those 
who were unacquainted with God's beneficence 
usually did not realize that communion with God 
and superlative blessing are intimately related. 
But those who talked with God learned this truth, 
and they found their own lives enriched, their 
abilities enlarged. Where once they believed in 
paucity and lack, they found themselves believing 
in blessing and prosperity. Communion with God 
transformed their vision. A vital spiritual rela- 
tion helped them to see the universe with the eyes 
of their God. They found that it was a universe 
filled with good, so well-stocked that the obedient 
person found himself surrounded with the divi- 
dends. An amazed Psalmist looked at the blessings 
attendant upon his daily walk and exulted, “Thy 
paths drop fatness.’” To him God’s supply seemed 
so abundant that an overflow continually en- 
tiched the pathway of his life. Looking over the 
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bounteous good that had come into his life, he re 
joiced, “He brought me forth also into a large 
place.” No lack or poverty here! To the contrary, 
the supply was superlative, beyond all a man could 
ask. 

Jesus drew this picture of God even more clear- 
ly. He reasoned that as human fathers delight 
in fulfilling their children’s requests so a loving 
heavenly Father delights in giving to those who 
ask Him. As we would give more to our children 
if only we could, let us remember that there is no 
limit to God’s means—"‘the cattle upon a thousand 
hills” are His. Why, then, with such a Father, 
should anyone lack any good thing! 

Jesus made the abundant, superlative giving of 
God even clearer as He explained the method of 
prayer: ‘Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you.” “Give, and it shall be given unto you; good 
measure, pressed down, shaken together, running 
over, shall they give into your bosom.” 

Those of us today who take God at His word 
find that what Jesus said is still truae—God is 
generous beyond all our belief if we give Him op- 
portunity. I watched a few days ago as a man 
made out a sizable check to a religious and chati- 
table cause. The amount was four times what he 
had given the previous year. When I commented 
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on his generosity he countered: ““Why shouldn’t 
I give like this? I’m only paying the tithe of my 
income. But since I began taking God’s promises 
seriously, my income has increased beyond any- 
thing I ever dreamed possible in my business. I 
honestly can’t understand where the customers 
come from!” 

Yes, God deals in superlatives. His wont to 
give is great beyond our imagination. But one 
major deterrent to receipt of His beneficence is 
man’s own failure to see the goodness of God. 
When our faith is in God and His good will for 
us we find our paths overflowing with good. We 
have enough and more than enough, because God 
works in superlatives, bestowing generous gifts in 
the manner of the loving Father that He is. 

Believe Him, then, and you will receive what 
you need—health, financial security, or spiritual 
enlargement. He wills that it shall be so.

In Ouest of Truth 


Questions answered here 
are taken from actual let- 
ters received at Unity. Be- 
cause you have asked your- 
self similar questions or 
tried to answer them for 
someone else, we believe 
that you will find the an- 
swers interesting and 
helpful. 





QUESTION: What do you mean when you re- 
fer to “Christ within”? What do you mean 
when you tell us to behold the Christ in another? 


ANSWER: When Jesus said to His questioners, 
“Before Abraham was born, I am,” He was speak- 
ing of the Christ within Him. The Christ is in 
each of us as it was in Jesus. The Christ in each 
of us is the perfect self, without beginning or end, 
that God created. Jesus became Jesus Christ when 
He became the perfect man. He was the fulfill- 
ment of the perfect Christ idea. All of us who fol- 
low Jesus seek to become in manifestation the 
perfect, free, whole, radiant spiritual beings that 
God created us to be. The Bible makes many ref- 
erences to the Christ, the perfect self of man. In 
John we read, “There was the true light, even the 
light which lighteth every man, coming into the 
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world.” This light means the indwelling Christ. 
And Paul says that this is ‘‘the mystery which hath 
been hid for ages and generations . . . Christ in 
you, the hope of glory.” So when you see a refer- 
ence in Unity literature to the Christ in you or 
when you are told to behold the Christ in some- 
one else it means that you are to keep faith in the 
perfect self within you and every other man, that 
regardless of appearances you are never to lose 
sight of the truth that potentially every man is a 
perfect child of God. 


QUESTION: What do you mean by the word 
substance? Do you mean it as a synonym for 
abundance? 


ANSWER: It may help you to understand sub- 
stance if you think of it in two ways: as abun- 
dance, as visible supply; also as the underlying 
essence of all that appears, as the infinite source 
out of which everything takes shape and form. 

One of the affirmations used recently in DAILY 
worD was, “The substance of Christ fills my af- 
fairs.” When we affirm this we think of sub- 
stance as an abundance of whatever we may need 
—the abundance of Christ fills our affairs, and we 
are blessed with the money we need, the right 
work, the right home, the material blessings that 
are important to our well-being. But the substance 
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of Christ means more than the money, the work, 
or the home. The substance of Christ stands back 
of the manifestation of such blessings. The sub- 
stance of Christ penetrates mind, body, and spirit; 
it is the creative idea that moves in and through ] 4 
us. It is the creative idea of God that stands be- 
hind the entire universe. So the substance of Christ 
means not only manifest supply that we can see 
and feel and use, it also means the creative idea 
of God that is the source of supply.
